A paper on “The Taming of the

Of the non-Shakesperean group, the 
paper on Anglo-Saxon poetry is the 
most lengthy.

of is unconvincing and falls 
to convey either the woman's own ter- 
ror of the power which she has in- 
voked or the supreme misery of Sau! 
at the confirmation of his greatest 
dread. The strongest scene in the play 
ie the bridal of Michal and 
Phaltiel, with the triumphal return 
of David, bearing the banners of the 
conquered cities. Saul's revulsion of 
feeling is intensely dramatic, and the 
scene in which Michal conjures David 
by his love for her te renounce his 
claim to the crown is both poetically 
conceived and strikingly wrought out. 
The catastrophe of the deaths of Saul 
and Jonathan permits the introduction 
of the famous lament of David and 
his acceptance of the kingship. 

Throughout the play are found verses 
from the songs of David, adapted to 
the various situations and exigencies 
of the drama, and introduced with ef 
fective result. la of the 
drama te poetic, and, except in a few 
instances, in keeping with that of the 
times and the people whose speech it 
represents. The characters are weil 
conceived and consistently developed, 
and the scenes In which they appear 
are the result of judicious selection. 

The treatment throughout is digni- 
fied and in harmony with the nobility 
of the subject. It must, however, Le 
said that the author does not always 
attain the artistic ideal for which she 
strives. Her lef difficulty les in 
her lack of creative imagination, which 
is displayed in her ri adherence iJ 
the scriptural narrative, and in her 
failure in deall with the supernat- 
ural element in “David of Bethlehem.”

“Art is 
an activity arising even in the animal 
ageen. and springing from sexual 
desire and the propensity to play,” 
Darwin and Spencer, with whom, for 
the above definition, he classes Schil- 
ier; Grant Allen, who adds to this 
definition “accompanied by a pleasur- 
able excitement of the nervous sys- 
tem;” Veron, “Art ia the external 
manifestation, by means of lines, col- 
ors, movements, sounds or words, of 
emotions felt by man;” 
“Art is the production of some per- 
manent object, or passing action, which 
is fitted not only to supply an active 
enjoyment to the producer, but to con- 
vey a pleasurable impression to a 
number of spectators, quite apart from 
any personal advantage to be derived 
from it.” Of the first definition he 
says, however, that it is inexact, be- 
cause, of speaking about the 
artistic activity itself, it treate of the 
derivation of art, and Grant Allen's 
addition to it he criticises in like man- 
ner, because within the limits of such 
definition many other human actvities 
can included. Veron’s definition 
he also criticises because a man may 
express his emotions in the ways 
named without moving others; and 
BSully’s because it might apply as well 
to conjuring tricks, gymnastic exer- 
clses or other activities that are not 
art.

He finds greater pleas- 
ure in, is more moved by, a simple 
story of lowly life, by an unknown au- 
thor, than by one accepted as 
a great work of art. 

It will thus be seen that Tolstoy sub- 
stantially coincides with James Sully in 
definition, save that he objects to a 
hedonistic valuation of works of art. 
It is easily discernible, however, that 
his position is that of the humanist, 
not that of the philosophic thinker; 
he constantiy contradicts himeelf. he 
makes now purpose, now universality, 
the crfterion of artistic value, he fre- 
quentiy rejects general favorites be- 
cause they do not appeal to him per- 
sonally. The argument for univers- 
ality, indeed, must necessarily turn out 
a reductio ad absurdum, since uni- 
versal appeal is impossible as long as 
mankind is not reduced, or elevated, 
to a common level, and with admitted 
difference of opinion arises again the 
question of choice among grades and 
classes of opinions.
